WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (UP)— 
The Air Force today cleared up 
the mystery of the five-engine 
plane which had been flying 
around the New York area. It 
permitted disclosure that a power- 
ful new turbine engine has been 
developed for Air Force use by 
Curtiss-Wright Corp. 

Dubbed the T-35 Typhoon, the 
engine has been undergoing flight 
tests in the nose of a B-17 Flying 
Fortress which has two conven- 
tional pistol] engines on either 
wing. Hence, the five-engine plane. 

The only hint of the new en- 
gine’s power was a statement by 
the aircraft company that the 
power of the other four engines 
can be “adjusted at will,” while 
the experimental engine is operat- 
ing. This indicated that the 
Typhoon alone could pull the B-17. 
The total horsepower of the four 
piston engines is 4800.

Cats Out of the Bag 

The promoters of Proposition No. -1, the so- 
ealled Curry Amendment, need better general- 
ship. They ought to go into a huddle before a 
meeting such as the one they held at the Chase 
the other day. . Then they might not let so many 
cats out of the bag. As things went, they man- 
aged to condemn their own proposal. And for 
that the voters of Missouri should be grateful. 

Dawes E. Brisbane, research counsel of the 
National Highway Users’ Conference, a Wash- 
ington lobbying outfit, let the biggest feline out 
of the sack when he said: 

The establishment of. separate highway 
funds tends to negate any plans designed to 
foster uniform development in accordance 
with traffic needs. 

That is exactly what Proposition No. 1 would 
do. In effect, it would replace one agency with 
more than a thousand little ones. Missouri now 
has a capable State Highway Commission which 
has done a fine.jcb of road building “in accord- 
ance with traffic needs.” On the whole, it has 
kept itself well above local political influences, 
and has done its work according to a carefully 
studied, well-integrated plan. It has built just 
about the maximum road mileage possible with 
the funds available. And it has put those roads 
where they do the most good. 

If Proposition No. 1 were adopted, the -High- 
way Commission would be reduced almost to 
impotence. it could give general advice on road 
building, but the chances are that little of its 
advice would be heeded. 

The funds brought in by the 144-cent boost in 
the state gas tax would be passed out to more 
than a thousand cities and county road districts. 

Even if each one of these could afford to hire 
engineers as good as those of the State Highway 
Commission, and if each one were completely 
above political influence, the waste still would 
be enormous. And it would be impossible to 
achieve anything approaching the over-all plan- 
ning of the commission. 

Yes, Mr. Brisbane is right in stressing “uni- 
form development.” But he is dead wrong if he 
believes it can be achieved by the measure he 
was brought to town to plug, Proposition No. 1. 

Local talent, however, was just abéut as good 
at opening the sack as the expert brought from 
afar. Matt F. Morse, president of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri, released. something 
bigger than a kitten when he scolded Deputy 
Comptroller Ray C. Schroeder for saying that 
the finances of St. Louis “would be seriously 
impaired if the Curry Amendment is approved.” 

Mr. Morse argued that St. Louis would get 


$1,367,000 a year under the Curry plan while - 


at present it collects only $1,300,000. Even if 
one accepts Mr. Morse’s estimate, it should be 
stressed that the city gas tax now is only 1 cent 
a gallon whereas Proposition No. 1 would edd 
a cent-and-a-half to the state tax. So, under the 
Curry plan, the city ought to get at least 50 per 
cent more than its present receipts in return for 
giving up the right to impose a local tax. 

But Mr. Morse let loose yet another cat. He 
admitted—with disapproval—that the city now 
can use its gas tax money according to its needs. 
Under the Curry plan, such use would be con- 
stitutionally restricted to the building and _main- 
tenance of streets. 

So it is quite conceivable that a hard-pressed 
city administration might find itself with more 
money than it needed for streets, and yet com- 
pelled to impose new taxes to raise funds neces- 
sary for other purposes, That, of course, is why 
the mayors of St. Louis, Kansas City and the 
other large communities in the state are all out 
against Proposition No. 1. 

There are other major arguments against this 
selfish scheme, but those made unwittingly by 
its proponents are in themselves strong enough 
to call for its defeat.

Gov. Dewey Indorses— 

Gov. Dewey’s indorsement of Gov. Gréen, Sen- 
ator Brooks and Attorney General Barrett for 
re-election in Tinois is distinctly disappointing, 
none the less so merely because it is the usual 
course of presidential candidates to indorse their 
partys state tickets, regardless of merit.

To prove that they 
“friends,” he used their nicknames, 
He called them “ ‘Pete’ Green, ‘Curly’ Brooks 
and George Barrett.”’ 

It is not enough, as Mr. Dewey said, that “we 
need a team in the states and in Congress.” The 
country needs no such team as Dwight Green 
and George Barrett have fixed on Illinois. Men 
like Green and Barrett should be turned out 
of office wherever they come into power. 

Illinois is witnessing today a colossal effort bv 
the Green-Barrett combine to hang onto control 
in the face of disclosures which recall the cor- 
ruption in Louisiana under Huey Long. The 
people of the state sheuld have an opportunity 
to sweep out the whole setup of payoffs and 
kickbacks, bribes and padded payrolls without in- 
volving the issue of clean state government in 
the presidential race. 

As for “Curly” Brooks, he is opposed to every- 
thing Gov. Dewey stands for in the international 
field. Senator Brooks is the mouthpiece in the 
Senate for Col. McCormick and Col. McCor- 
mick’s Chicago Tribune not only fought Dewey's 
nomination, but supports Dewey only as the 
“least worse.’ Senator Brooks’ Democratic op- 
ponent, Paul H. Douglas, would be a much strong- 
er supporter of the bipartisan foreign policy. 

If Gov. Dewey did not know the facts about 
low estate of government in Illinois under Green 
and Barrett, he should have found out before 
he made his indorsements. Gov: Warren was 
advised, even as to details when he was here, 
and the facts should have been communicated 
to the head of the ticket. 

Following his indorsement of Green, Barrett 
and Brooks, Mr. Dewey said. that “we need a 
government in which the right hand knows what 
the left hand is doing, at least part of the time.” 

That is very good advice for everyone, includ- 
ing Thomas E. Dewey himself. He has done 
himself no good in Illinois by assigning places 
on his coattails to “Pete” Green, “Curly” Brooks 
and .George Barrett. Everyone of the three 
should be defeated. 

President Roosevelt's readiness to strike hands 
with corrupt political machines in order to corral 
votes has come to rest in a President who lacks 
the stature and the vision for the office.

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Stalling With the Refugees 


The Mirror 
of . 
Public Opinion 


Few DPs have entered under the new law because, according to 
on-the-scene observers, consular agents would rather admit 
Germans than refugees; Louisville paper cites examples, calls it a 
“disgrace” and urges the President to “blast” the obstruction away.

There is something. rotten in the State 
Department's handling of displaced per- 
sons. The President of the United States 
issues directives, our Congress passes a 
bill to admit 205,000 DPs.. Still the refugees 
stay huddled in their camps. Somewhere 
the pipeline is clogged with red tape, and 
the question now arises whether the red 
tape is snagged there 3 
through inefficiency 
or because of a de- 
liberate attempt to 
keep DPs from mov- 
ing to America. 


It began a long 
time ago. On Dec. 22, 
1945, President Tru- 
man issued a direc- 
tive te United States 
consular officials, in- 
structing them to 
make it as easy as 
possible to clear papers for displaced per- 
sons entitled to enter America under the 
regular quotas. Months pagsed, and only 
a trickle seeped through the official pipe- 
line. 


Then Congress took up the DP “issue. 
Debate lasted for more than a year, off 
and on, but a semblance of a bill finally 
forced its way through in June 1948. 


This was taken as a signal for another 
slow-down by our consular representatives, 
At the time the bill passed 1500 DPs had 
cleared all the official hurdles and were 
ready for shipment to America. That meant 
months, even years of preparation. But the 
passage of the DP bill was construed as 
changing all the rules, so that the 1500 
DPs had to go back and start all over 
again with the rest. 


Nor was the method made any easier. 
No processing of applicants in the camps 
was allowed, so that the DPs had to make 
their way from all over the American zone 
of Germany to one of three consulates of 
Munich, Stuttgart or Frankfurt. Trips of 
over 100 miles were required m many 
cases, and several trips might be needed. 


President Truman

Michael L. Hoffman nailed the situation 
down in a New York Times dispatch last 
Aug. 29. He told the story of delays, diffi- 
culties and despair. This is the way he 
summed up his finding: “The almost uni- 
versal opinion of refugee experts who 
have observed procedures in Germany is 
that consular officials make it more diffi- 
cult for DPs than for Germans emigrating 
to the United States. This is a matter of 
their personal attitude as much as any- 
thing else, observers feel. Thus it is easier 
for a former Nazi to enter the United 
States than for one of the Nazis’ innocent 
victims.” 

Now comes a new chapter in this dis- 
graceful sfory. Sam Adkins of the Courier- 
Journal, who went to Germany to sail back 
with the first boat-load of DPs under the 
new bill, reports that the sailing has been 
canceled. 

There were 850 DPs who had been 
cleared and told that they would leave 
on Oct. 12. But somewhere between the 
State Department and Munich, we are 
informed, they were delayed. This is 
merely a technical detail. But it means 
that 850 human beings on the verge of 
making a dream come true have been 
dealt another cruel blow. 

Their places will be taken by DPs going 
to Canada, where a Government scheme 
for importing useful new citizens from the 
DP camps has been working smoothly 
for over a year. 

Is all this deliberate sabotage? Or is it 
a disgusting example of bureaucracy en- 
tangled in its own red tape? In either 
case, the President should biast it wide 
open, no matter who may be hurt in the 
State Department by the concussion.

A Gentleman Artist 


LAUGHTER IN THE NEXT ROOM, by Sir Osbert Sit- 
well. (Little, Brown, 400 Pages, $4.00.) 


Osbert, Edith and Sacheverell, all born 
bright, all born well, dwell with the angels 
though the world’s a hell and work like 
the devil to prove the level of water is 
lower than blood. “I am a writer who, 
for better or worse, cannot write 
without making of what he is writing a 
work of art” once said Sir Osbert, and 
so the world sat by expectantly when he 
announced his autobiography. , This, the 
fourth volume, covers 1918 to 1944 (al- 
though he adds an “Envoy” bringing his 
thoughts if not his “adventures” up to 
date) and tells how Osbert made his mark 
in the world of art between the wars. 


As the little tailor in the fable Osbert 
is always “killing seven at one blow.” 
He notes the public wonder at how he 
does it, politics, writing, editing, over- 
whelmed with duties and responsibilities. 
He lays a good deal of his genius to his 
father, a gentleman in politics and an 
artist in everything else and the nature 
of the inheritance appears like background 
music through the being, nature and do- 
ings of this ubiquitous man. 


Always interestingly told, with a wealth 
of pertinent detail, his studies are often 
amusing and shrewdly penetrating. Aldous 
Huxley, D. H. Lawrence, Bernard Shaw, 
Arnold Bennett, Isadora Duncan and many 
others receive the Sitwellian touch of life. 
The pages on Robert Graves, while not 
completely typical, illustrate “the attitude.” 
One day Capt. Sitwell sent some birds 
(Graves referred to them as grouse but 
Sitwell insists they were partridges) to 
Capt. Graves, for he had heard the latter 
was in bad financial straits but was 
touchy about receiving “aid.” But even 
this gift Capt. Graves scorned, and in 
his autobiography, “Goodbye to All. That” 
had only ill to say of the Sitwells, in 
whose company he “always felt uncomfort- 
ably rustic.” So, for three pages Sitwell 
spills over in explanation and invective, 
calling Graves among other things 4 
“chaw-bacon, booby, clodhopper, slubber- 
degullion, gaberlunzie.”

Agreement to Disagree in Peace

That is, it seems to me, quite 
true. But I do not agree with 
the practical conclusion, which he 
and so many others in official 
life ahd  else- i 
where draw 
from it — that 
since the Rus- 
sians have vio- 
lated- or frus- 
trated practical- 
ly all the agree- 
ments to “co-op- 
erate,” no agree- 
ment to. settle 
the conflict over 
Germany can in 
fact be negoti- 
ated, and that 
the only purpose 
of continuing to negotiate is to 
prove to the wishful, the senti- 
mental and the war-weary masses 
that we tried patiently te preserve 
the peace. 

The error, so it seems to me, of 
those who ‘think like Mr. Saltz- 
man, is in jumping to the conclu- 
sion. that because we cannot agree 
to “co-operate.” we cannot nevzo- 
tiate a settlement. They are tak- 
ing it for granted that a negoti- 
ated settlement must be an agree- 
ment to co-operate.

things. 


Impossible Aim. 


It was never possible, and it 
will never be possible, for four 
powers, severally or jointly, to 
govern Germany, to re-educate the 
Germans, to make a German con- 
stitution or, sitting in Berlin or 
Frankfurt or Dusseldorf, to plan, 
to control and to regulate the re- 
vival of Germany so as to suit 
their own varied predilections. 

The attempt to “co-operate” for 
these ends has failed because it 
was bound to fail. The four 
powers could not co-operate for 
any such complicated and obscure 
result. But neither could three 
powers have done it, nor could 
two (though they might be more 
politic about their inevitable 
disagreements). 

For the victors in a war against 
a modern nation cannot govern 
it. All they can do is to make 
reasonable terms of peace as 
quickly as possible, and then go 
leaving the vanquished to

ACH generation of teachers—perhaps “supervisors” would

Wrong Number of Cards. 

HEN one player only has the 

wrong number of cards it is 

up to him to discover that 
situation before making his first 
draw. In that case the hand is a 
misdeal. If the error is discov- 
ered at any later stage he incurs 
penalties as follows: 

A. If the error is discovered be- 
fore the knock the opponent may 
decide whether 6r not the deal 
shall stand, If he decides to let 
it stand the. player with the in- 
correct hand must correct the 
error on his next play or plays; 
either by drawing without dis- 
carding if he has too few cards, 
or by discarding without drawing 
if he has too many. He may not 
knock until his turn to pley fol- 
lowing the completed correction of 
his hand. This rule also applies 
if a player knocks with the wrong 
number of cards. 

B. Should a player have @ hand 
containing an incorrect number 
of cards after he has had at least 
one draw and after his opponent 
(with a correct hand) has koncked, 
the error may pot be corrected. 
The offender may not claim 
an undercut bonus; 
or draw but may not win the 
hand. If his hand is short he is 
charged ten points for each card 
less than ten. 

That last penalty is rather se- 
vere and need not be-enforced if 
the players agree in advance that 
they don’t want to enforce it. 
Furthermore many players like to 
play that it is an. automatic new 
deal if an incorrect hand is dis- 
covered before a knock.

Heat Loss Through Window Glass. 

OW we aren't going to sit here 
N and ask you to listen while we 

explain. just how heat can 
travel through a solid pane of 
window glass because, (a) it would 
take too long and, (b) we aren't 
too sure ourselves. Just take our 
word that it does and we'll take 
it on from there to explain how 
to stop it. 

The heat loss through glass can’ 
be considerable and so you really 
should take steps to do something 
about it unless you don't mind 
wasting fuel.

West, faced with a guess De- 
tween the unbid suits, had the bad 
luck to cHoose a law club, Decilar- 
er won with the jack and led a 
heart to dummy’s queen. East 
won, and now (to repeat) Was up 
against it. If he had shifted to 
diamonds or returned a club, de- 
clarer could easily have cashed al! 
the high cards in dummy, ruffed 
a heart, discarded dummy’s dia- 
mond on his own club king, and 
eress-ruffed. losers to take 10 
tricks. Actually, however, East 
sensed this danger and shifted to 
trumps, leading the king, ace and 
seven-spot. 

South, winning the third trump 
lead, now had available two log- 
ical lines of play. He could take 
another heart finesse, against the 
jack, and would be*sure of success 
if it succeeded since he could dis- 
card dummy’s losing diamond on 
his own club king and could ruff 
dummy’s last heart. After think- 
ing things over carefully, however, 
South decided against this plan. 
Why had East taken out trumps? 
He could not have even hoped to 
defeat the contract in that wuy 
unless he had what appeared to 
be another heart stopper. 

Acting on this sound analysis, 
South led directly to the heart 
ace, cashed the club ace and then 
let the heart 10 ride through East, 
discarding a club. When the 
heart 10 held, the contract was 
safe.
